LOGAN RE-ELECTED. 


The Deadlock in the Illinois 
Legislature Broken. 


LOGAN’S SPEECH OF ACKNOWLEDGMENT 


He Goes to Washington Without Any Fire 
Rankling in His Bosom Against Any- 
body or Any Party.

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., May 19.—In joint 
session of the Illinois Legislature to-day 
General John A. Logan was re-elected 
United States Senator. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., May 19.—In joint, 
session there were 57 Senators present 
and 153 Representatives. When the vote 
was taken for United States Senator a dead 
silence prevailed. The Republican Sena- 
tors all voted for Logan, giving him 26 
votes. Ruger’s vote was received with 
chéers. When Sittig’s name was cailed,in a 
long speech explaining his position, he 
voted for Logan under protest. This gave a 
vote of 103 for Logan, the’ number re- 


This insures his 
election. The Democrats attempted to 
elect Farwell, Republican, hoping to get 
some Republican votes. Barry withdrew 
his vote from Logan, but stated he would 
not allow any other Republican but Logan. 
tb be elected. On the call of absentees 
the Democrats voted solidly for Lambert 
Tree. After the roll-call, Baker, McNary, 
Caldwell, Quinn and Crofts changed their 
votes to Farwell. Barry (Dem.) changed 
his vote to John A. Logan. The wildest 
confusion prevailed. 

SPRINGFIELD, May 19.—General Logan, 
upon being. introduced by the Speaker, 
said: Gentlemen of the Senate and House 
of Reprenentatives of the State of Illinois:

SAM PATCH OUTDONE. | 


Robert E. Odlum Jumps from the 
Brooklyn Sridge and Leses His 
Life. 
New York, May 19.—This afternoon a 

cab left the New York entrance of the 

Brooklyn bridge and was driven to the 

middle of the great span. Here the 

driver pulled up and two men got out and 
began to climb the railing. Before they 
had reached the top of the bridge a po- 
liceman came toward them, brandishing 
his club and ordering them to ‘“‘Get down 


out of that.”” While he was talking with 
the young men a covered wagon contsin- 
ing Prof. R. E. Odlum and a companion 
stopped a hundred feet behind the cab. 
Quickly divesting himself of the blue 
flannel suit in which he was dressed, Prof. 
Odlum, clad in aired. shirt and 
trunks, jumped from the wagon 
and sprang lightly to the railing. He 
quickly reached the top, and poising him- 
self for a moment, he stood erect and 
glanced hurriedly at the surface of the 
East river, far below him. The people on 
the bridge sent up a cry of horror when 
they saw the professor prepare to plung 
off the bridge into the river 135 feet 
beneath his feet. The policeman, whose 
attention had now been directed from the 
men rushed toward the professor. Before 
he had gone a dozen feet Prof. Odlum, 
without a moment’s hesitation, had leaped 
from the railing out into the air. He 
held one hand above his head as a rudder 
to guide him in his descent. The river 
below was at the moment clear of ship- 
ping. A tug and schooner floated Jazily 
in the stream several hundred yards 
below the bridge. The tug was filled with 
club men and reporters. Boyton stood 
near the prow, anxiously watching the 
bridge. he moment Professor Odlum’s 
body was seen to leave the railing Hardy 
E. Dixey, the actor, started a stop watch, 
which he held in his hand in order to time 
the descent. For neariy a hundred feet 
the Professor down all right, feet 
foremost. He shot downward with the 
speed of a meteor, his red suit making 
him easily discernible for a long distance. 
When within thirty feet of the water his 
body began to turn, and, as if realizing 
his danger, Professor Odlum brought 
down his hand witk a quick motion to 
aid him in recovering his balance. 
The movement was, however, made 
too late. Hig body had now turned so far 
it was impossible to change his course. 
Half a second later, with a mighty splash 
that threw up the water on all sides aif 
torn with a shell, the body of Odlum 
struck the water on one side and sank out 
of sight. The tug hurriedly pushed itself 
forward to the place where the body fell, 
and Captain Boyton, after seeing that 
life preservers had been thrown into the 


water, sprang over the side of 
the boat and waited for the 
body to come to the surface. Soon 


he saw the white face of the -professor 
rising from the water, and a moment 
later was by his side. Seizing a life-pre 

server near by he placed it beneath the 
body of the insensible professor. Blood 
mingled with froth came from the mouth 
of the daring man. A _ row-boat soon

ROSS R. WINANS THE DEFENDANT 


Testimony Taken Yesterday Before the 
Referee—Two of the Famous Angle- 
Maniac’s Letters Submitted. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

New York, May 19.—Stephen P. Nash, 
the referee appointed to take testimony in 
the divorce suit of Alice O’Keefe against 
Ross R. Winans, the Baltimore . million- 
aire, began hearing the case at his office 
in Wall street at noon to-day.

CONDITION OF THE CITY. 


The Health Officer on Its Sanitary 
Status, 

‘‘What is the sanitary condition of 
the city, Doctor,’’ asked a Times re- 
porter of Health Officer Baker yester- 
day. 

“Oh, very fair now,’’ was the reply. 
*‘As good as could be expected. Iam 
still keeping at the matter of enforcing 
sanitary regulations, and getting work 
started on fifteen or twenty places a 
day. In certain parts of the. city, things 
are now in very satisfactory shape; but 
in those localities where there is as yet 
no sewer system, the situation is not 
perfect, and never will be until proper 
arrangements are made for drainage. 
The best we can do at present there is 
to enforce a temporary cleanliness.’’ ~ 

“How do the citizens respond to 
your efforts in behalf of sanitary meas- 
ures?’’ 

“That depends upon the locality. In 
the better portions of the city, people 
take hold with alacrity when a sug- 
gestion is made; while’in other quar- 
ters, as Sonoratown, ‘it is. almost 
This, 
‘however, is not confined wholly to any 
one class. Some who are ranked among 
our best citizens are mulish when we 
try to get them to do anything in behalf 
of the general health. But they must 
come to it, for the sanitary laws are 
going to be enforced anyhow.”’ 3
